Buttha weak point of the 
Sanitary Board ia clearly the want of 
touch with the Executive. Time is wast- 
ed in recommendations and their tardy 
adoption; and the Plagne is apt thereby 
to get ahead of us, instead of our getting 
ahead of the Plague. We deprecate 
any statement, official: or otherwise, to 
the effect that Plague has been epid:mic 
in any: district of -China-town during 
this year, Any official who set down 
this fact om paper could not surely have 
known the extent of tho trouble, and did 
not possess the experience necessary to 
givo suchan opinion. Only a few of tho 
previous Plague medical veteraas aro 
now ia the Colony ; but it might. hav. 

been supposed the “Executive, before 
permitting any such remark to be mada 
upon Bills of Health, would bave con- 
sulted those who bad passed through 
the memorable campaign of 1894...

Dk, JAMESON AND THE ORIMINAL 
: LAW. . 


When Dr, Jameson left Mafeking and 
orossed the frontier of thé South African 
Republic it ia probable that he did not trou- 
ble bla head much about the fegal aspect of 
his cunduct, nor, indeed, wea it of nny great, 
importance, ag whatever that aspest may be 
hia conduct must eventually be judged on 

J} much wider grounds than any which the Jaw 
onn cover. He has, however,sut a uumber 
of riddles which tha law officers of the 
Crown may be called upon ts answer, aad he 


‘| has given his countrymen a moat startling 


reminder of the’ very casual way in which 
many of the most important of their laws 
are drawn up. The acta of Dr Jameson's 
expedition from the start.at Mafeking to the 
surrender at Krugersdorp need no recapitu- 
lation. The only point which etrikes ‘a 
lawyer is that he had crossed the frontior 
before he received Mr. Chamberlain's order, 
which may ‘or may not be of importance 
according to the view taken of the law, 
Ti. king the crimes which he may beaupposed 
to have committed in the order of their 
gravity we will oonsider which ‘he is likely 


_| to be ncensed of. 


In the first place, it is clear that he has 

ot committed treason or any of the offences 
of the same kind auch as treason-felony or 
misprision of treason, Sach crimes can be 
committed oniy against the Queen, It is 
certuih that sots of war committed against o 
private porson, auch as the attack on Front 
de Beent’s castle in ‘Ivanhoe,’ have never 
boen regarded og treasun ; they were much 
too common for thiato have been tolerated 
when the Inw ax to treason was invented, 
Rebellion is not a crime at all; aud piracy 
can only be committed at ‘sea. Subject to 
what wo may have to suy below, Mr Cham- 
berlain bad no more right to order -Dr 
Jameeon to come back than had tho editor 
of the Pall Mal! Gazctie. Let alone that 
the order renched Dr Jnmeson when he was 
abroad, he had a right to disregard it; for 
this ie a treo country, and even if a_mus 
intends to commit the foulest crime he 
eannot be legally interfered with, uoless he 
is bound over to keep the peace, till ho hae 
done something wrong. 

Murder is the next most serious offence 
known to the Jaw, and. it is, ic fact, murder 
which Dr Jameson is in the grontest possible 
danger of being acoused of. An English- 
man may he tried for murder in Eng- 
land wherever he is alleged to havo 
committed it. All killing of mankind is 
presumably murder, and can be justified 
only in a few definite ways ; the oaly ono of 


these open to Dr. Jameson boing the protes- 
tion of an order from the Queev, whioh ha 
was notoriously without, He is responsible 
for all tho killing whioh took placo by his 
orders or with hia-aseistance. It may be 
that legal proof vi such orders or assistance 
may be much harder to get than a layman 
might suppose, as probably all tho members 
of his expedition could Jawfully refuse to 
give evidence against him, on tho ground 
that their answers would tend to incriminate 
themsolves ; but while no Englishman would 
for a moment suggest that Dr. Jameson 
should be punished for murder, so he would 
probably not be willing to make uee of any 
technicalities in order to enable him to deny 
a notorious fect, It-is worth remarking 
that when .proocedings wore taken againet 
Governor Eyre for murder, the first step, 
whioh happily proved abortive, wae to lodge 
an information againet him before a beuob 
of conntry justices in Staffordshire, when 
the present York Chancellor made what was 
his last, and probably only, appearance bey 
fore petty sessions as an advocate, 

It would seem likely, aa already pointed 
out io our columns, that an offence has beer 
committed againet the Foreign Enlistment | 
Aot by the fitting out of a military.expedi- 
tion in the Queen's. dominions ogainet ‘the 
dominions of 4 friendly State, in which.cace 
any person engaged in fitting it out, or 
employed in any oapiasity.in the expedition, 
is liable to fine or imprisonment for two 
yeere with hard labour, Whether by force 
of the preamble of the Aat is neoessary that 
hostilities must be taking place betwoon 
foreign States before the Act can apply, is a 
question for the lawyers, But in any onse 
j the absence from our law of all definite 
) provisions ogatoet flibustering is an obvious 
jomiesion, theagh it con easily be explained 
by historical reasons. when the unrecognized 
wars carried on at different timen betweon 
most of tho civilised. nations now in ‘exis 
tence are remombered, :
